2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. U.S. Patent 
6,353,750 to Kimura et al. (Kimura) teaches a sensor for measuring hematocrit and 
hemoglobin concentration (Figs. 1 and 12 of Kimura), means for placing the sensor on 
the skin (Fig. 2 of Kimura), and means for measuring the location of a vein by using a 
ratio of the intensity of detected light of a first wavelength to a baseline (Fig. 1 2 of 
Kimura). U.S. Patent 5,386,819 to Kaneko et al. (Kaneko) teaches a means for locating 
veins or organs by using the intensity of light transmitted through a living body. (Fig. 36 
and column 14, lines 5-47 of Kaneko). U.S. Patent 5,986,770 to Hein et al. (Hein) 
teaches of a means for imaging blood vessels by measuring the intensity of light. (Fig. 7 
of Hein). Kimura, Kaneko, and Hein do not teach a device for locating the flow of fluid in 
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a graft or vein, as set forth in the claims, that includes a means for measuring a 
reference ratio between optical attenuation coefficients.
